I. That ſome expedient by Law may be endeavoured to pu- 
nifh ſuch as ſhall inſinuate into the people any deſigns in our King or 
Government to ſet up Arbitrary Power, or ſhall calumniace the pro. 
felled Sons of the Church of England ( His Majeſties moſt Duriful 
and Loyal Subjects ) as Papiſts, and men of Arbitrary Principles. 


Il. That no Laws be Repcaled whereby the Church or State 
may be leſs ſecured againſt their Enemies, "but ſuch new Laws 
may be added to thoſe now in force that may effeually defend them 
from the Horrid and Helliſh Plots of the Papiſts, and from a ſecond 
Ruin and Deſolation by the underhand-contrivances, and reſtleſs 
endeayours, of ambitious and Fanatical Parties. 
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II. That yau preſerve the Prerogatives of the Crown, and 
the Property of the People; Thar the King and His Succeſlors may 
be aſlured of our Duty and Allegiance, and we receive from them 


Mercy and Juſtice: Then will God bleſs us whilſt we ſerve him and 
his Anointed, and Righteouſneſs and Peace ſhall kiſs each other, 


IV. That you endeavour to preſerve us. from illegal. Impri. 
ſonments and exactions of Fees by our Fellow-Subjets, left we be 
cnſ]aved under Arbitrary Power (85 in the late Rebellion) contra. 
ry to Magna Charta, and other good Laws; bur if any ſhall offender 


chem be pupiſhed jn ſuch ſort as the Law directs. 
V. That the King be pps with money to ſecure us from 
an 


_ the power of France at Land and Sea, that what Alliances the Kin 

hath or ſhall make for defence of Emrope , and che Proteſtanc Relig1. 
on, may be peyformed , and our Merchants encouraged to ſend 
forth thoſe Jarge Adventures they are inclined unto, if they conld be 
ſecured by good Fleets in the four Seas and remoter parts : They be- 
ing at pzeſcnt greatly apprebenfive that the French may poſle(s their 
Ellates at pleature ar Sea, as he doth thoſe of the Subjeas cothe Em-
